Friend­ 
ship Through the Churches, N ow in A nnual Session in The 
W ashington Auditorium — Makes O nly Slight 
Reference to W orld Court

W A SHIN G TO N, Nov. 11.— “ W e must wage peace con­ 
tinuously— with the same energy as they waged war. 
I welve years to the day and hour after the guns ceased 
firing on the western front, President Hoover advanced this 
thought today as a solemn obligation which the nation owes 
the memory of the dead and the well-being of those who sur­ 
vived the great war. 
"A solemn obligation lies upon us,’ he said, 
to press 
forward in our pursuit of those things for which they died. 
Our duty is to seek ever new and widening opportunities to 
insure the world against the horror and irretrieveable wastage 
of war. 
I he President did not go to Arlington today as has been 
the usual custom of presidents on anniversaries of the Armis­ 
tice. Instead, he chose to deliver the annual address to an 
organization engaged in a world-wide effort to promote peace 
through religious organizations, the World Alliance for Inter­ 
national friendship through the Churches, now in annual con­ 
ference in the Washington Auditorium.
